Greetings to all for the 'dog-days' of August! 
A few new things have 'popped-up' for this 
month....First, a few notes on changes in the PACE 
library checkout procedure. The Commercial software 
checkout will remain the sane-that is you may 
checkout a minimum of two (2) disks, carts., or 
tapes on Swap-and Share night, OR on the regular 
Bussmess meeting night for one (1) month, no 
charge. 

However, to checkout P.D. disks, the P.D. disks 
will ONLY be available for checkout durning the 
regular Business meeting (3rd Fri. only) fora 
deposit fee of $2.50 a disk, maximum two (2) disks a 
person for one (1) month. If you do not bring the 
P.D. disks back intact or on time, you will FORFEIT 
your deposit fee, NO EXCEPTIONS! All of this is 
thoroughly explained in the new P.D. disclaimer that 
you must fill out at checkout time. 

Now I know that you may be puzzled by this 'get 
tough' attitude, but this is what you wanted, and so 
the librarian will certainly comply.
